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ARMY EDUCATIONAL STANDARDS 
The knowledge that thouaanda of jroung 
men have been rejected for military aerrlce 
because of educational deficiencies camo aa 
quite a jshock to most of us, Educators were 
' aroused, congressmen, deplored, and people 
generally felt a little less emug about our 
progresslveness. 
Now comes a report by the Metropolitan 
. Life Insurance company statisticians which 
reveals that the fight against Illiteracy Isn't 
going so badly aa one might think, in the 
years from- 1920 to 11|40 our Illiteracy per- 
centage was reduced more than 75 per cent 
In the age groups from 26 to 29. 

What caused all the concern In connection 
with the draft, the report states, was the ex- 
acting mental and educational demands of 
modem warfare. High military standards, not 
liigh Illiteracy, seem to have been the etory 
behind moat of the rejections. 

This statistical aurvey la undoubtedly ac- 
curate, and Its conclusions seem sound. But 
two stories that came out of Europe the other 
day made us wonder If these high military 
standal^ don't occasionally slip. 

Both fitorlcs were about mg^s. One was 
the flight leader who bombeoSne Ba^an 
] town of Berchtcsgaden without being aware 
■ that It was the site of Hitler's famous, historic 
' fortified residence, the Berghof. 
' The other major commanded the railway 
operating battalion from which two officers 
and 1G3 men were convicted on bJoclE market 
charges. His defense was that ha had worked 
^£ome 16 hours a day at what he, as an old 
'railroader, thought was the most important 
thing In the world — keeping the railroads 
Tunning. 

-But hs admitted that ho had ftit unequal 
^'to lu< Job and had asked to bp.recUuiUjed,' 
::AaC hft,«Jtplalned furthWj by.Jpay of'^n- 
tmtloii, that he had. only. an'elghth grade 
education^ Ho was Wtitflttea, os-^flff thlnl: he 
iihonld have been. 

It Is not our purpose to embarrass or be- 
little these two officers. Wo do not question 
their courage of their Integrity. But we do 
wonder if Uiese cases are unique, or If they 
> represent typical promotions In the face of 
deficient general training, as exempliried in 
.one Instance, and of Insufficient educaUonal 
training as In the other. 

The Berchtesgaden Incident was something 
of & Joke, however. Incredible It may seem 
that a high officer had never happened to 
hear of Hitler's acrle. 

But the black marketing of the "million 
dollar battalion" had most flerious military 
consequences. It might have been stopped 
sooner under an officer other than one who 
admittedly felt Incapabhs of coping with his 
responsibilities, and victory might have been 
a step hearer today. 
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THE CASE OP HARRY BRIDGES 
Senator Murray of Montana has asked the 
President that deportation proceedlnga 
against Harry Bridges, president of the Inter- 
national Longshoremen's and Warehouso- 
men'a union, be dropped so that he can 
becoma a citizen of this country. 

The senator charged that the proceedlnga 
woiild have been dropped long ago If Mr. 
Bridges were not head of a labor organization, 
Mr. Bridges la charged with being a com- 
munist, and plotting this government's over- 
throw by force and violence. His record of 
cooperation during the war Is excellent. In 
fact. It has been excellent ever since Germany 
Invaded Russia. Before that his record, hi 
deed and action, was notable lor disruption 
of national unity and of preparations for na- 
tional defense. 

■ Perhaps, as Mr. Murray suggests. If the 
alien Mr. Bridges were not a powerful leader 
and popular figure in .American labor, his 
actions and utterances would have attraced 
less attention. But it hardly seems reasonable 
to suggest that his position should render 
blm immune to a full, legta and orderly con- 
elderatlon of the serious charge against him.

We hear much of military training 
after the war_Some want every boy 
(lie armed forces at IS yeari 
'e a year, or Iko years, ac- 
cording to their affection tor mili- 
tary training. Tliey say we must be 
prepared for war, always, and the 
way to prepare Is to become a mlll- 
taiy-mlndcd people. 

Maybe. The one coimlry tluit made 
war their first Interest, made the 
world an unbearable meu and 
forced us to send our men oil ' 
them. I for one should hate to 
tnlo that country In any way what- 
soever much less tlie war way. 

My experience with boys for many 
_ '.an has taught me that ei ery one 
of them, and i\t\s as well, should be 
In training trom Infancy to the day 
when they prove theraielves' useful 
ivnd sell sMpportlng, Our boys and 
Blrls are all sent to school but not 
all profit by the experience, not all 
Btay there long enough to becoma 
useful and self supporting. For one 
reason or another many ol them 
drift away trom ochool to the slrecls 
sykS Inim theie Into gwiss to be 
graduated to (nir penal Institutions 
"7 hospitals. 

My notion about this Is that every 
boy and girl In the bind should be 
noted and followed through to ma- 
turity. Those thot profit by cchool- 
Itig ihould get whaC they need tUtrt 
In order to become useful people. 
Education must result in strvlce- 
Most of the children will succeed In 
Dome field, but there will always be a 
BToup who win not because they 
cannot- For some reason they cap. 
Itot Icom OS others do. 

This group must not bo allowed 
to drift. Many of them can be 
trained under a 3i hour a day dUd- 
pllne and Instruction. The armed 
aervlcea have proved Ihemielves ed- 
ucatlonti forces before now and It 
Is In that way wo shautd use ttiem. 
In peacetime. Train those who wnt 
to become servicemen for the lerv- 
Ice Uiey choose: train those who 
want no service Ic become useful 
workers. Use the experienced offi- 
cers, the military plant and educate 
the youth of the land that other- 
wise are lost. , . 

And not the armed service* alone. 
ITse Industry, use labor, use every 
twdal group and. force at our com- 
mand for Uio education of our youth 
«nd we shall not need to fear the 
cnemj'. What wo need to fear Is Ig- 
uance,-wast« of youth. 
We have not done so poorly. Hie 
bays and girls we trained In the 
schools have proved thtmielvei. 
Now use the forces we have, for 
tho educatlgn of the drifting oiM 
nnd re wilt do better alllL We neeif 
not break Into tho education of phy- 
sicians, adentists, cnglneen, teach- 
ers. Investors, craftsmen, careermen 
Biad .women of all «ort4 for mllltuy 
training, Educftta tha whole irmip 
ftod we will be well prtputd, .,
